A Crazy Policeman Suicides. 

A Portland, Oregon, dispatch 
of the 17th instant says: About 
9 oclock this morning Po- 
liceman Cris P. Ellwanger tried to 
kill his wife with a razor, and fail- 
ing in the attempt, cut his own 
throat. He severed the jugular 
and died in a few minutes. E/Il- 
wanger has been crazy for a week. 
Last night he was removed from 
the police force by the Board of 
Commissioners, he being requested 


toresign. Early this morning he 
arose, saying he was going to get 
his life insured, as a conspiracy 
"was afloat to kill him. He went to 
the Union Block, corner of First 
and Stark, looking for a r 


whom he could not find. He had 


a razor in his hand, exclaiming, 
**Traitors are after me; they want 
to kill me.’”’ Finilly, he turned to 
his wifeand said: “By G—, you 
are one of them and you must die.”’ 
She grasped her own throat, thus 
protecting it and received the 
—— of the razor on the back of 
er hands. Her screams brought 
help, and Ellwanger was knocked 
down with a heavy cane in the 
hands of aman who came’ on the 
sceve. Ashe lay on the sidewalk 
he drew the razor across bis own 
throat and died in less than five 
minutes. This occurred on the 
sidewalk iv the heart of the city, 
and the affair created intense ex- 
citeniett. 


The High License Question. 

The licensing of the liquor traffic 
in many of the Eastern States isa 
question that has been discussed 
for years, and many of them are re- 
ceiving large revenue from this 
source, Illinois was the first to de- 
mand a high license of saloon men. 


The minimum license allowed by 
the State is $500 per year, and 
towns and cities may increase this 
at will. It is estimated that there 
are 4,000 siloons less in tha: State 
than before the high license law 
went into effect, and that the Chi- 

treasury alone bas been en- 
riched a million anda half annually 
from this source. 

The New York people are now 
wrestling with the subject, and pro- 
pose to tax all places where spirit- 
ous liquors are sold, at $1,000 per 
year. The move being made in 
that State is being seconded by the 
press, and the New York Chamber 
of Commerce, which represent many 
of the beaviest liquor dealers in the 
country. The distillers, retail 
liquor dealers and probibitionists 
are opposing the measure with their 
might, yet the indications are that 
the Legislature will give to New 
York a high license.

“Tickle a toad in the belly and 
he’ll swell up.’’ Mr. Sparks has 
evidently mistaken the amusement 
of those who have watched his 
course carefully for approval, and, 
as a consequence, be feels himself 
ina position to dictate to Grover 
and his Cabinet. 


Peru isinabad way. She finds 
$32,000,000 in claims against her 
treasury. Some of them, the bond- 
holders think, the adjoining Repub- 
lic of Chili should pay, but that Re- 
public, in diemembering Peru, has 
taken a large portion of the guano 
and nitrate of soda deposits and 
customs duties which were bypoth- 
ecated to the bondholders, most of 
whom are foreigners. The dis- 
tressed Government has made a 
proposition, which, if accepted, 
will, in all probability, briag pros- 
perity to the country, and in time, 
satisfy the large claims held 
against her.

Tight to navigate rivers and the re- 
ceipt of an income from the custom- 
house. In exchange for these offers 
the bondholders are to extend the 
railroads and cancel all their claims 
against Peru. 

The pre-emption, homestead, 
timber culture and desert land laws 
remain in foree. Congress ad- 
jourued without action upon them, 
although they were long uuder dis- 
cussion. A bill passed, however, to 
protect homestead settlers within 
the limits of railroad grants.

FOREICN DISPATCHES 


A Tripple Alliance. 
Lonpon, March, 19. 
It is stated that the new alliance be- 
tween Germany, Austria wend Ltaly 
places each of these powers on an 
equality. All three will undertake the 


rotection of individual interests, or 
nfringements which might disturb the 
of Europe. It is rumored at 
jenna, that Emperor Francis Joseph 
will follow the example of Germany, 
and confer a decoration on Signor 
Dircblan, the Italian Foreign Minister . 
Annoyance is expressed in Paris that 
the treaty of alliance between Ger- 
many, Italy and Austria was signed 
while the attention of France was 
fixed upon Germany. A former For- 
eign Minister of Frauce said to a cor- 
respondent of the London Times: “I 
should have shrunk from nothing to 
prevent the signing of this treaty, 
which I consider the most serious and 
vexatious event for us that bas hap- 
pened in the past sixteen years.

It is reported the Egyptian Govern- 
ment is meditating the felease of 
Zobebr Pasha, the prisoner of State at 
Gibralter, where he has beep in cap- 
tivity since March 30:h, 1885, He was 

arrested March 14th, at Alexandria,by 
order of the Khedive for alleged trea- 
son, it having been charged that he 
was a secret ally of El Mahdi, aud had 
been largely instrumental in securing 
for the False Prophet,the fall of Khar- 
toum. Zobehbr asha preceded Gen- 
eral Gordon as Governor of Soudan. 
Gordon admired him, and insisted 
that he should be restored to power, as 
the only man capable of maintaining 
order in Soudan. The arrest and trans- 
portation of Zobehr is attributed a 
large influential party in Egypt, to in- 
trigue, and this party always insisted 
that he was a true patriot, and that the 
charges against him which effected his 
downfall, were pure in inventions.
